Since Castro took over rnntrol 
in Cuba in 1959. "Che" has taken 
a series of crucial steps. He nil 
Cuba's principal economic ties 
with the West and hooked them; 
to the' Communist world. He ar- 
ranged the deals to build up Cu- 
ba’s defenses with Soviet arms, 
and directed Cuba's revolution- 
ary activities in Latin America. 

Because of Guatemala’s stra- 
tegic location and the Kremlin's 
ultimatum, Guevara’s latest as-
